- Reſerngtian, t juſtify his ſolemn Appeal go God, 
that vhzt he preach'd was without the Know- 
ledge of any Man Living; when (as the Dr. 
adds) Living Man hath teſt iſy d that it was 
preachd with his Knowledge,” and ſubmited to his 
Correction: In a Caſe of this Nature, I can do 
nothing but appeal to the World, 'in the Man- 

ner following. I have recolefed my ſelf, and 
put theſe Queſtions home to my own Conſcience. 
And I do here ſolemnly aver, that the Words 
mentioned, as Evaſive Words, not only were 
in the Sermon originally, but were intended and

And this 
Account of their conferring together for this 
good Purpoſe, the Biſhop himſelf teſtifies to be 
true, even at a time when he found fault with 
ſome Word in the Advertiſement, which again 
affirmed it. He heard this Charge read to him ; 
he heard it read to him, that he charg'd him- 
felf with the proof of this Charge: and the 
Charge was plain, that BEFORE it was preached, 
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the Sermon was ſeen and altered; and could not be 
eaſily miſunderſtood, becauſe, in no other way 
it conld-anſwer the Doctor's End, in that Libel. 
His Lordſhip hath declared this Account to be 
True, under his own Hand: and conſequently

cond Letter was, that I had ſhewn my Sermon 
about the Kingdom of Chris?, to a Perſon B E- 
FORE it was preach'd, &c. and this, in or- 
der to prove me guilty of the Deteſtable Crime 
of affirming a ſolemn Falſhood in theſe Words of 
mine, God knows, I preach d what 1 found iu the 
New Teſtament, without the Knowledge of any 
Man living: Engaging that a Biſhop would 
charge himſelf with the Proof of the Affirma- 
tive, if I ſhould anſwer in the Negative. Where- 
as upon my anſwering ſolemnly in the Nega- 
tive, the ſaid Doctor drew up an Advertiſement 
dated at Eton, naming the Lord Biſhop of Car- 
B 2 lifle 
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lie fot the Perſon, who had fo charg'd him- 
ſelf witti the Proof of the Afirinarrue ; Where- 
as this Advertiſement was amended here at Lons 
don, by leaving out theſe or the like Words, 
Before it was preach d, without putting inſtead 
of them, the Words, After it was preach d; 
(which would haye put a Stop, to all Outcries 
and Inſults upon me at once ;) and with this 
fine Amendment, deſtroying; now it is explain'd, 
the whole of Dr. Szape's Charge, was printed 
by Mr. Bowyer's Order, with the Doffor's Name 
to it, probably unknown to him; and very 
much magnified, and triumph'd in for a Day. 
And whicreas, notwithſtanding that my Lord 
Biſhop of Carliſle ſet his Hand to the Nur of 
what Dr. Snape teſtified to have paſs d between 
them before, viz. That the Biſhop heard that 
Paſſage read, in which I am charg d with ſhew- 
ing the · Sermon BEFORE it was preach d; 
and that he allow'd the Doctor to print it, 
with an Aſſurance, that he would prove the 
Affirmative : Whereas, I ſay, notwithſtandi 
this, the Biſhop hath, ſince that, in an Adver- 
tiſement of his own, denied that he ever affir- 
med that any Perſon ſaw the Sermon BE- 
FORE it was preach'd, upon which the hole 
of the Charge was founded. I am oblig'd there- 
fore, to call once more upon Dr. Snape, in this 
publick Manner; and to demand of him again 
to ſet this Matter betore the World, that Men 
may judge of the following Parriculars : What 
it was that the Biſbop undertook, in the hear- 
ing of Dr. Hutchinſon, to juſtify to all the World ; 
whether the Doc lor read that Paſſage to the Bi- 
ft, as it is now in p. 40. of his Second Letter: 
Whether the Bißbop charg'd himſelf with the

now ſtared, viz. That the Sermon was ſeen and 


alter d BEFORE it was preachd; or, whe-

he gave any ſuch Commiſſion to his B obſeller,

And if the Doctor can clear him- 
ſelf of any Part of this Load, I am ſure, he 
will not take it amiſs, that I thus again call 
upon him. As for the neu Charge, to be main- 
tain'd by Somebody, who is to appear ſome Time 
or other; the Doctor is not concern'd in it: 
Nor is it of any great Importance to My ſelf, 
any otherways than as I have already averr d, 
and do here again engage to prove, in the 
Face of the World, that it is equally falſe, 
and equally groundleſs with the other.

T HE prefling Demand on me by my Lord 


of Bangor in Yeſterday's Courant, obliges 
me 


Proof of the Afirmazive of the Charge, as it is 
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me to do my ſelf a Piece of Juſtice, a feu 
Days ſooner than I intended. 1 declare then, 
in the Preſence of Almighty God, the follow- 
ing Particulars to be ſtrictly true: Dr. Hut- 
chinſon did Report to me, that he heard the 
Biſhop of Carliſle ſay, the Alterations were 
made in the Sermon before it was preach'd. 1 
was ſcrupulouſly exact in making that Enqui- 
ry, that I might not miſrepreſent my Lord 
of Bangor, by accuſing him of Publiſhing a quite 
different Doctrine from what he had preach'd 
and calling it the ſame ; which, as light as his 
Lordſhip ſeems to make of it, would l.ave 
been no trifling Charge. When Dr. Hutchin- 
ſon, at our ſecond Conference, gave me a re- 
peated Affurance that the Alterations were pre- 
vious to the Preaching ; Part of our Conver- 
ſation turn d on the Uſe I would make of that 
Circumſtance,, compard with his Lordſhip's 
Appeal to God, that what he preach'd was 
without the Knowledge of any Man living. When 
I read the Paſſage to my Lord of Carliſie, I 
not only recited diſtinctly, but more emphati- 
cally than the reſt, thoſe Words (before it was 
. preach'd) as being the Circumſtance, on which 

the whole was grounded: And it his Lordſhip 
had taken any Exception to thoſe Words, it 
would have been kind for the ſame Reaſon 
to have forbid the whole Paſſage, which 
depended on that Suppoſition. At my 
Return from Eton to London on Saturday 
laſt, I went directly to my Lord of Carliſie; 
and upon his obſerving to me, that he had 
ſtruck out thoſe Words (before it was Preach'd) 
from my Advertiſement, and ſhewing me a 


Letter he had juſt wrote to his Informant, where 
he

he deny'd that he had ever ſaid or thought the 
Advice about altcring, to be given before the 
Sermon was-preach'd; I took Notice to his 
Lordſhip, that if there was any Miſtake in 
the Caſe, it was none of mine ; Dr. Hutchinſon 
had ſo reported, and his Lordſhip had allow'd 
.me to publiſh it with that Circumſtance. He 
reply'd, to this effect, that he was ſure of the 
main Subſtance, and might not take Notice of 
the particular Diſtinction between the Time 
of Preaching and of Printing. After vie 
am greatly ſurprized to find any Miſtake laid 
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at my Door. I cannot fay, I gave my Book- 
ſeller Commiſſion to conſent to any Alterati- "1 
ons in my Advertiſement, becauſe I could not A 
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ſuſpect his Lordſhip would offer any, the 
Whole was ſo agreeable to what he allowed 
me to publiſh before. But the Clamour a- 

gainſt me had been ſo great that Day, that I | 
believe he was glad to accept the Atteſtation 1 
on any Terms, and I am heartily glad he did 1 
ſo. I might have ſtrengthen d what I here af- 
firm by other correſponding Evidence, if my 
Lord of Bangor had no been ſo haſty with me; 
and may poſſibly do it till, if I find it neceſ- 
ſary.

From the Courant, Saturday, July 6, 


N Y your Lordſhip's of June 29. Jam ſar- 
0 prized to the laſt Degree, that your Lard- 


ſhip ſhould ſuppofe me to be that Perſon, who 


advis'd my Lord Biſhop of Bangor, upon my reads 
ing his Sermon, to inſert ſuch Words as Abſoluto- 
ly; Or. Your Lordſhip's miſtakipg your Man, 
Muſt ariſe from a Variety of Company, and 
Multiplicity of Buſineſs, wherein your Lord - 
ſp is engag d, and may well occaſion a Fai- 


lure of Memory, in ſome particular Names and 


Things. In Truth, my Lord, I never ſaid or 
thought, or could poſſibly infinuate any fuch 
Story, Falſe in it ſelf, and never within my 
Lips or Heart; I had no Manner of Correſ- 


pondence with the Biſhop of Bangor about the 


Preaching or Publiſhing his late Sermon; 1 
never faw or heard any one Paragraph in it, 
before it came out of the Preſs; I could not 

oſſibly have the Honour to prevail with his 

ordſhip, to inſert, or alter any one Word in 
it. I am as ſurc, as of my own Breathing, 
that I never did, directly or indirectly, lead 
your Lordſhip into any ſuch Imagination. And 
if any other Perſon hath made uſe of my Name,

N Anſwer. to what the Lord Biſhop of Car- 
liſie hath publiſh'd. under the Title of Re- 
marks, I think my ſelf; obliged: to trouble the 
World, in this Manner once more, The fir 
Accuſation of me was, that I had ſolemnly -affrm- 
ed a Falſhood, in ſaying that my Sermon was 
preach d without the Knowledge of any Man 
living. Dr. Snape publiſh'd to the World, that 
it had been read, or ſeen, and, upon Advice, 
corrected, BEFORE it was preach' d; and 
that a Biſhop; would charge himſelf with the 
Proof of this Accuſation.

ſecond Letter, which came but on Friday 
in the Evening) you expreſs your own 
hearty Sorrow to ſee thoſe Papers take

I ſhall (for once, and no more) give 
you an Anſwer in your own way. in the for-

EING now, as 1 hope, come to an End of the. 


Unhappy Difference berween your Lordſhip and 
my ſelf; I beg Leave to conclude this Matter, in the
